The counter attrac- 
tion of the musical festival may have accounted 
for the failure of the ratepayers to appear: The 
inference is that the taxpayers are not much con- 
cerned one way or the other as to what happens 
on Monday. That attitude toward any set of pro- 
posals which involve adding nearly a half-million 
dollars to the civic debt is not by any means a 
safe one, It is to be hoped that the turn-out of 
voters will be larger than the incident would 
predict. 


A FIVE PER CENT. EXPLANATION. 

The sugar refiners explain that the price went 
up because the world supply is about five per 
cent. below normal, In that case it seems to be 
up to everybody to revive the sugarless day of 
war time. If all hands drank their coffee straight 
for a month that would about restore the balance. 
And unless something of the kind is done there 
is no telling how the cost may soar. If a five per 
cent. shrinkage in supply induced a fifty per 
cent. increase in price, a sack of sugar may come 
to be worth a motor car by the time we get 
through with the preserving season: That is, if 
the Congress of the United States and the Par- 
liament of Canada take the refiners’ word for it 
and leave them to whip-saw the consumer as they 
please. 


TRYING IT OUT. 


The Canadian trade agent at Hamburg says 
that a year ago Germany’s total note circulation 
was only 128,000,000,000 marks, while by March 
29th it had climbed to the respectable total of 
5,517,919,650,000 marks, and was going up at the 
rate of 562,284,770,000 per-week. If issuing fiat 
money is the way to make it easy for people to 
get loansnobody in Germany should have trouble 
in borrowing. But the same official reports in the 
same article that German manufacturers every- 
where are complaining that they cannot get 
working capital with which to buy raw materials 
and finance their manufacturing and trading 
operations. Canadian advocates of a job press 
currency, as a means of improving the farmer's 
opportunity to borrow, might ponder that fact 
for a while. Destroying the credit of the nation 
does not improve the credit of the individual. 


THE PUBLIC WANT THE BEST. 


There has been a large attendance at the com- 
petitive sessions of the musical festival, while 
Wednesday evening’s concert filled the house to 
the doors. That is 80 commonly the case, in this 
and other Alberta cities, that the significance of 
it may not be fully recognized. The plain mean- 
ing is that Alberta people like good music. The 
practical inference from that is that it would 
pay to give them more of it. Forbid that art 
should be commercialized. But singers and play- 
ers have to eat and it certainly is no hindrance 
to the increase of high class musical events to 
know that the public appreciate that kind of en- 
tertainment and are willing to pay for it It is 
not necessary in this province to ‘‘sing down’’ 
to the audience. The best music ever written can 
be ‘‘sold’ in Alberta, if it is well rendered,

THE HOSPITAL BYLAWS 


Two of the bylaws to be voted on by the tax- 
payers on Monday have to do with the comple. | 


tion of projects for increased hospital accom- 
modation. One proposes a capital investment of 
$95,000 under the heading of improvements to 
the Royal Alexandra. The other carries 
authority to borrow $20,000 to make up the 
amount needed to complete and furnish the pro- 
jected isolation hospital, The two involve an 
addition to the civic debt of $115,000. What is | 
to be done with the money, if the tax-payers 
assent, may be indicated in this way, 

An extension is needed to the present heating 
plant of the Royal Alexandra. The boilers now 
in use were disigned to heat the building before 
the new wing was added. To meet the increased | 
demand they have to be driven to the limit of 
their capacity in cold weather. Should one fail 
the plant would be crippled, the building could 
not be kept warm and the invalid inmates would 
be endangered. Some heating system must also 
be pravided for the new isolation hospital. It 
is proposed to add boilers enough to the present 
plant to heat both buildings, thus securing whuat- 
ever economy may be effected by operating one 
unit instead of two. 

A somewhat similar condition exists in re- 
gard to the laundry. This will have to be ex- 
tended in any case to take care of the extra 
work created by the enlargement of the Royal 
Alexandra. The plan is to accommodate the 
laundries for both the present and the isolation 
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hospitals under one roof, properly separating 
them, of course, and thus avoid duplication of 
buildings and operating costs, 

The nurses’ home at the present hospital 1s 
too small for the enlarged staff, and a score or 
more of the nurses have to be accommodated 
in the main building. Living quarters will have 
to be provided for the attendants of the isolation | 


hospital. Again the proposal is to make one | 
building serve the needs of both staffs in care- | 
fully separated quarters, and thus save part of 
the cost of two residential buildings. | 
_ The board also proposes to instal a refrigerat- 

ing plant, in order to secure the ice supply re 

quired for both hospitals at minimum cost. 

For these undertakings the $95,000 bylaw | 
makes provision. In each case part of the invest- 
ment is properly chargeable to the new isolation 
hospital, because in part required to provide for | 
its proper operation, But in each case also some- 
thing would have to be spent to take care of 
the larger number of patients now treated in the 
Royal Alexandra. The effort is to avoid putting | 
up two buildings where.one can be made to serve | 
the needs of both institutions, and to thus save 
what may be possible, both in capital investment 
and running expenses. 

The other bylaw, for $20,000, has to do with 
the isolation hospital alone. The tax-payers | 
have already endorsed the proposal to put up a | 
new building, and sanctioned the expenditure of 
$150,000 for that purpose. This vote included 
nothing for furnishings, and the cost of the neces- 
sary fitting is included in the supplemental 
amount now asked for. 

The passing of these bylaws would seem to 
be necessary unless a halt is to be called to the 
plans already adopted for adding to the hospital 
facilities of the city. Without part at least of 
the proposed expenditure the new addition to 
the Royal Alexandra would be only in part avail- 
able for the use of patients, and the conduct of 
the whole institution would be hampered in 
several days. And there would obviously be no | 
object in building the new isolation hospital un- | 
less it is to be provided with beds and other | 
necessary equipment. Having enlarged the pres- 
ent hospital, it would be defeating the purpose 
in view to refuse to increase the heating plant 
and other accessories sufficiently to provide for 
the larger service thus made possible. And hay- 
ing decided to build a real and badly-needed 
isolation hospital, it would be ill-advised to 
cripple the scheme by with-holding the small 
amount of additional money required to furnish 
it. The city in respect to the two hospitals is 
in the position of having started something which 
is well on to completion. As both undertakings 
were necessary, and both approved by the tax- 
payers, the logical course is to vote the money | 
to finish the job, and thus get the full benefit 
of what has been already spent in one case and 
already voted in the the other.

SOME REAL FIGURES 
Canadian Trade Commissioner at Hanvbure: 

The preliminary returns of the revenue and ex- 
penditure of the federal government during the 
financial year ending March 81, 1923, shows @ deficit 
amounting to 6,329,200,000,000 marks, The loss on the 
ratiwavs alone was 2,042,000,000,000 marke. ‘The total 
revenue from taxes, customs, etc., was 1,3801,000,000,000 
marks, or only a@ little more than half the deficit on 
the railways. The floating debt during the year there- 
fore increased from 271,900,000,000 marks to 6,601,- 
142,000,000 marks. 


NEWSPAPER AMALGAMATION 
Toronto Star: 

The Stratford Beacon and the Stratford Merald 
have been amalgamated Only the other day it was 
announced that the Renfrew Journa! had sold out to 
the Renfrew Mercury And these are merely the 
latest manifestations of a steady tendency towards 
elimination and consolidation which has been ob- 
served in Canadian journalism during the past decade. 

Out of Ontario's two dozen cities, four have a popu- 
lation exceeding 60,000. Of the other twenty, there 
are only two, Kingston and Guelph, which have today 
more than one daily newspaper, Yet @s lately as 
1915, twelve out of the twenty were 6upporting wo 
dailies, and there were others, such as Woodstock and 
Galt, which had been two-dally centres prior to that. 

In the larger cities also there are journalistic 
“grave-posts.” Toronto has four English dailies where 
but @ year or two ago there were six Hamilton and 
Ottawa have two instead of three. London has for 
many years had two, a third having at one time made 
a vain effort to establish itself. But the smaller 
centres are now eingle paper constituencies with the 
two exceptions already mentioned. In almost every 
case the population served by the one paper is larger 
than that to which rivals used to cater, 

The process of amalgamation and elimination has 
been especially rapid since the commencement of the 
great war. In that time considerably more than forty 
Canadian dailies have been absorbed or have sus- 
pended.
